The significant fact that emerged 
from Saturday nights attack “on 
Milan, Turfn and Genoa was that the 
Germans have not reinforced ‘the 
Italian A.A. defences in Northern 
Italy, states the Air Ministry News 
Service. There was little flak, only 
one or two night fighters, and the 
searchlights seemed to be handled 
by completely inexperienced men. 

Swiss Radio said the raid on 
Milan was carried out in several 
waves, and lasted: about an hour. 
“The ground defences and night 
fighters were active,” the Radio 
added. “From the frontier the 
huge fires were clearly visible. To- 
wards morning these disappeared be- 
hind a vast cloud of smoze.’’ 

Yesterday’s Italian communiqué 
reported ‘‘ heavy enemy raids” on 
Turin, Milan and Genoa. ‘‘Damage 
caused is considerable, especially in 
the central quarters of Turin and 
Milan. Casualties have not yet been 
ascertained. At Milan two ’planes 
were brought down by A.A, fire.” 

The Italian News Agency, quoting 
a Milan report, dgclared last night 
that residential quarters of Milan 
had suffered very great damage. 
“Between 1 and 2.30 a.m. enemy

Both round Kharkov and on the 
front east of Bryansk, over 200 miles 
to the north, the Germans are offer- 
ing strong and organised resistance, 
but, the message states, they are 
being forced: back by overwhelming 
ressure. On the -Bryansk front 
eneral Rokossovsy’s troops have 
advanced six to 84 miles and cap 
tured another 130 localities. The 
biggest gains were made south of 
the Orel-Bryanak railway, and 
include the capture of Gnezdilovo, 
14 miles beyond Kromi. 

It is early to make any predic- 
tions, but it may be said that the 
present strategic and tactical situa- 
tion in South-west Russia implies 
large-scale operations rather than 
ocalised aims, such as the capture 
of Kharkov alone. 

Pravda reports that Orel and 
Byelgorod are now well in the rear; 
that the water supply in Orel is 


supported by numerous battleplanes. 


They were repelled in heavy fighting. 
In the Byelgorod area hard, defen- 
sive fighting continues against the 
enemy, who is attacking with strong 
forces. In the Orel sector, too, the 
enemy attacked with fresh forces; 
his attempts to break through our 
defence front failed. South of Lake 
Ladoga and on the Murmansk front 
local enemy thrusts were un- 
successful.”’ 

German radio said last night that, 
strong Soviet formations, supported 
by tanks and numerous bombers, 
are attacking German positions 
south of Lake Ladoga with un- 
diminished violence, Against one 
sector 164 attacks were launched 
since the opening of this offensive.

German fighting line remained in- 
tact, despite temporary breaches.
